c. from about 0.01% 0.1% to about 30% 5% of an acryiate/C10-C30 alkyl acrylate 
cross-polymer; and 

d. from about 0.01% to about 30% 2& of a polyoxyethylene alcohol.

Claim 29 (newly presented): A method for enhancing the permeation of a retinoid into 
the skin comprising applying topically to said skin a cony osition comprising: from 
about 0.1 to about 7 weight percent of a sugar selected from the group consisting of 
ascorbic acid-2-glucoside, lactose and melibiose; from about 0.1 to about 1 weight 
percent of an acrylate/C10-C30 alkyl acrylate cross-polymer, and from about 0.01 to 
about 2 weight percent of a polyoxyethylene alcohol. 
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
